About the Sherman Act.

To repeal it would simply stop 
the. purchase of 4,500,000 ounces of silver 
per month, as provided for by law. 1t would 
mean the absolute stoppage of the purchase 
and coinage of silver by the government, ex- 
cept the subsidiary coin. Of course “the 
free coinage men, while they want this law 
repealed, will not agree to any measure that 
will rule silver out as a money metal. Some 
measure for the coinage of silver will have to 
be substituted or else the house would cer 
tainly never agree to its r l.

Until They Get Back from Their 
Christmas Holidays. 


OLD MAN M'GARRAHAN'S CLAIM 


Will Come Up as Special Orde? on Tues- 
day—Other Measures Which 
Will Be Considered. 


Washington, December 11.—It seems to 
be tacitly understood that the senate will 
not tackle the anti-option bill in earnest 
before the Christmas vacation, and, as this 
is unfinished business, it nécessarily follows 
that no other measures of importance will 
be taken up until after the holidays except 
such as comes up in the’ morning hour or 
are taken under consideration by unanimous 
consent. | 

There is an unfinished debate pending on 
Mr. Vest’s motion to negotiate with the five 
civilized tribes for the surrender of Indian 
Territory. Mr. Platt, of Connecticut, and 
other members of the Indian committee, 
have given notice of an intention to speak 
on the matter. There are a number of other 
Indian questions pending which are liable to 
bring about a general debate on the whole 
Indian question. ‘The members of the appro- 
priations cominittee, in view of the condition 
of the treasury, will oppose further legisla- 
gation involving appropriations of any kind 
for the cession of Indian lands at this time. 
The MocGarrahan Claim Comes Up Tuesday. 

The McGarrahan claim to the New Idria 
Mining Company’s property is the special 
order for Tuesday in the senate. The bill 
authorizing the court of claimé to take 
cognizance of the case under con- 
ditions favorable to McGarrahan, was 
passed by the unanimous vote of the senate 
last session and by more than two-thirds 
of the house, put was vetoed by President 
Harrison because he believed the conditions 
of the bill bore unjustly upon the United 
States.

OUR NEW NAVY. 


Secretary Tracy’s Coming Report en the 
Work in Gis Departmen“. 


Washington, December 11.—Secretary 
Tracy in his annual report, says that nine- 
teen vessels of the new navy were put in 
commission during the present administra- 
tion of an aggregate tonnage of $4,832 tous, 
mounting altogether two twelve-inch, six 
ten-inch, sixteen eight-inch and eighty-two 
six-inch s, all of which, with the excep- 
tion of five of the earliest have been mant- 
factured in this country. Hi 
sels are in process of construction and cer- 
tain to be completed should their armor be 
delivered within the next year, of an aggre- 
gate tonnage of 93,497 tons, and mounting 
altogether twelve thirteen-inch, six twelve- 
inch, sixteen ten-inch, thirty eight-inch, thir- 
ty-two six-inch, thirty-eight fiveinch and 
thirty-four four-inch guns, all of which have 
been, or are to be manufactured in this 
country. Our new navy now consists of 
forty-two vessels. 

Recommendations are made for building 
four small bg cee for river service and 
thirty torpedo boats. 

The aggtessive policy of foreign nations, 
the report says, continued@, and this country, 
whether it will or not, will soon be forced 
into a position where it cannot disregard 
the mensures which form a standing menace 
to its prosperity and security.

POISON IN THE FOOD. 


The Chief Cook Tried to Poison the 
Men. 


A STARTLING STORY FROM HOMESTEAD 


In Which the Amalgamated Associ- 
: ation Is Implicated. 


A NUMBER OF WORKMEN SUFFERING 


From the Effect of the Drug Putin Their 
Food, and Several Deaths 
Reported. 


Pittsburg, Pa., December 11.—The Sun- 
day papers published a startling story to- 
day, of a conspiracy to: poison the non- 
union men at Carnegie’s steel plant, at 
Homestead, and as a result it is alleged 
several persons lost their lives, while 
scores ‘of suffering from the effects of 
some poisonous drug. The developments 
so far made, it is said, implicate the mem- 
bers of the advisory committee, the Amal- 
gamated Association and officers of other 
labor organizations. 

Today nine or more persons.are under 
arrest, ostensibly on less serious charges, 
but really for the purpose of averting sus- 
picion until the others in the alleged con- 
spiracy could be apprehended. The only 
name given is Robert Beatty, who was 
arrested as Louisville last night. It is 
stated the chief cook inside the Home- 
stead mills confessed to having placed 
poison in the food prepared for non-union 
men; that he did so at the instigation o< 
the strikers’ committees, and that he was 
also under pay from them as well as from 
the Carnegie company, 

If he caused death and sickness suf- 
ficient to frighten the non-union men from 
the mill and ¢ompel the closing of the mill 
he said he was to receive $5,000.

And they began to be merry.” Picture— 
Prodigal Son returned from the wilder- 
ness. So God, our Mother, teaches us ev- 
erything by pictures. The sinner is a lost 
sheep. Jesus is the bridegroom. The use- 
less man a barren fig tree. The gospel is 
a great supper. Satan, a sower of tares. 
Truth, a mustard seed. That which we 
could not have understood in the abstract 
statement, God, our Mother, presents to 
us in this Bible-album of pictures, God-en- 
graved. Is not the divine maternity ever 
thus teaching us? 

I remark again, that God has a mother’s 
favoritism. A fathe? sometimes shows a 
sort of favoritism. Here is a boy—strong, 
well, of high forehead and quick intellect. 

e father says “I will take that boy into 
my firm yet;” or “I will give him the very 
best possible education.” There are in- 
stances where, for the culture of the one 
boy, all the others have been robbed. A sad 
favoritism; but that is not the mother’s 
favorite. I will tell you her favorite. 
There is a child who at two years of age 
had a fall. He has never got over it. The 
scarlet fever muffied his hearing. He is not 
what he once was. That child has caused 
the mother more anxious nights than all 
the other children. If he coughs in the 
night she springs out of a sound sleep and 
goes to him. The last thing she does when 
going out of the house is to give a charge in 
regard tohim. The first thing on coming in 
is to ask in regard to him. y, the chil- 
ao the family all know that he is the 
favorite, and say, “Mother, you let him do 
just as he pleases, and you give him a great 
many things which you do not give us. He 
is your favorite.”’” The motber smiles; she 
knows it is so. So he ought to be; for if 
there is any one in the world that needs 
sympathy more than another, it is an inval- 
id child, weary on the first mile of life’s 
journey; carrying an aching head, a weak 
side, an irritated lung. So the mother ought 
to make him a favorite. God, our Mother, 
has favorites. ‘*“*Whom the Lord loveth he 
chasteneth.”’ That is, one whom he espe- 
cially loves he chasteneth. God loves us 
all; but is there one weak, and sick, and 
sore, and wounded, and suffering, and faint? 
That.is the one who lies nearest and more 
perpetually on the great loving heart of 
God. Why it never coughs but our Mother, 
God, hears it. It never stirs a weary limb 
in the bed but our Mother, God, knows of it. 
There is no such a watcher as God. The 
best nurse may be overborne by fatigue, and 
fall asleep in the chair; but God, our Moth- 
er, after being up a year of nights with a 
suffering child, never_slumbers nor sleeps. 

“Oh! says one, “I cannot undestand all 
that about affliction.” A refiner of silver 
once explained it to a Christian lady, “I put 
the silver in, the fire, and I keep refining 
it and trying it till 1 can see my face in it, 
and I then take it out.” Just so if is that 
God keeps his dear children in the furnace 
till the divine image may be seen in them: 
then they are taken out of the fire. ‘Well,’ 
says some one, “if that is the way that God 
treats his favorites, I do not want to be a 
favorite.”’ There is a barren field on an 
autumn day just wanting to be let alone. 
There is a bang at the bars, and a rattle of 
whiffle-trees and clevices. The field says, 
“What is the farmer going to do with me 
now?’ The farmer puts the plow in the 
grouds, shouts to the horses, the coulter 
goes tearing through the sod, and the fur- 
row reaches from fence to fence. Next day 
there is a bang at the bars and a rattle of 
the whiffie-trees again. The field says, “I 
wonder what the farmer is going to do 
now?” The farmer hitches the horses to the 
hatrow, and it goes bounding and tearing 
across the field. Next day there 
is a rattle at the bars again, and the 
field says, “What is the farmer going 
to do now?” He walks heavily across 
the field, scattering s as he 
walks. After awhile a cloud comes. The 
field says: ‘‘What, more trouble?’ It begins 
to rain. After a while the wind changes to 
to the northeast, and it begins to snow. 
Says the field: “Is it not enough that I have 
been torn and trampled upon and drowned? 
Must I now be snowed under?” After a 
while spring comes out of the gates of the 
south, and warmth and giadness come with 
it. A green scarf bandages the zash of the 
wheat field, and the July morning drops a 
crown of gold on the head of the grain. 
“Oh,” says the field, “now I know the use 
of the plow, of the harrow, of the heavy 
foot, of the shower, and of the snowstorm.

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_ When I see God especially busy in troub- 
ling and ans a Christian, I know that out 
ristian character there is to 
come some especial good.

It says: “‘Well, now I 
have got to a good, warm, comfortable 
place at last.”” But the sculptor takes the 
chisel and mallet, and he digs for the eyes, 
and he cuts for the mouth, and he bores 
for the ear, and he rubs it with sandpaper, 
witil the rock says: “‘When will this torture 
be ended?” A sheet is thrown over it. It 
stands in darkness. After awhile it is taken 
out. The covering is removed. It stands in 
the sunlight, in the presence of ten thousand 
applauding people, as they greet the statue 
of the poet. or the prince, or the conqueror. 
“Ah!” says the stone, “now I understand it. 
I am a great deal better off now standing 
as a statue of a conqueror than I would 
have been down in the quarry.” So God 
finds a man down in the quarry of ignorance 
and sin. How to get him up? He must be 
bored, and blasted, and chiseled, and scoured 
and stand sometimes in the darkness. _ 

But after awhile the mantle of affliction 
will fall off, ard his soul will be greeted by 
the one hundred and forty-four thousand, 
and the thousands of thousands, as more 
than conqueror. Oh, my friends, God, our 
Mother, is just as kind in our afflictions as 
in our prosperities. God never touches us 
but for our good. If a field clean and cul- 
tured is better off than a barren field, and 
if a stone that has become a statue is bet- 
ter off than the marble in the quarry, then 
that soul that God chastens may be his 
favorite. Oh, the rocking of the soul is not 
the rocking of an earthquake, but the rock- 
ing of God’s cradle. “As one whom his 
mother comforteth, so will I comfort you. 
I have been told that the pear! in an oyster 
is merely the result of a wound, or a sick- 
ness inflicted n it, and I do not know 
but that the brightest gems of heaven will 
be found to have been the wounds of earth 
kindled into the jeweled brightness of eter- 
nal glory. ’ : 

I remark that God has a mother’s capac- 
ity for attending to little hurts. The father 
is shocked at the broken bone of the child, 
or at the sickness that sets the cradle on 
fire with fever, but it takes the mother to 

ize with all the little ailments and 
little bruises of the child. If the 
child have a splinter in its hand, 
it wants the mother to take it out, and 
not the father. The father says, “Oh, 
that is nothing,” but the mother knows it 
is something, and that a little hurt some- 
times is very great. So with God, our 
Mother; all our annoyances are important 

to look at and pathize with. 
. There are

God is willing to bind up. : 
cry of the child the mother rushes to kiss 
the wound, so God, our Mother, takes the 
smallest wound of the heart, and presses 
it to the lips of divine sympathy. “As one 
whom his mother comforteth, so will 1 
comfort you.” 

I remark farther that God has a moth- 
er’s patience for the erring. If one does 
wrong, first his associates in life cast him 
off; it he goes on in the wrong way, his 
business partner, casts him off; if he goes 
on, his best friends cast him off—his 
father casts him off. But after all others 
have cast him off, where does he go? 
Who holds no grudge, and forgives the 
last time as well as the first? Who sits 
by the murderer’s counsel all through 
the long trial? Who tarries the longest at 
the windows of a culprit’s cell? Who, 
when all others think ill of a man, keeps 
on thinking well of him? It is his mother. 
God bless her gray hairs if she be still alive; 
and bless her grove if she be gone! And 
bless the rocking chair in which she used 
to sit, and bless tlo cradle that she used to 
rock, and bless tus Bible she used to read! 
So God, our Mother, has patience for all 
the erring. After everybody else has cast 
a man oft, God, our Motber, comes to the 
rescue. God lear to take charge of a bad 
case. After all the other doctors have got 
through, the heavenly physician comes in. 
Human sympathy at such a time does not 
amount io mucu Even the sympathy of 
the church, I am scrry to say, often does 
not amount to much. have seen the most 
harsh and bitter treatment on the part of 
those who proferse? faith in Christ toward 
ose Who were wavering and erring. They 
tried on the wanderer sarcasm, bil- 
ingsgate and crijcature, and they tried 
tittle-tattle. There was one thing they did 
not try_and th:t was forgiveness. A_sol- 
dier in England was brought by a sergeant 
to the colonel. “‘What,” says the colonel, 
“bringing the mai here again! We have 
tried everything with him.” “Oh, no,” says 
the sergeant, ‘‘there is one thing you have 
not tried. 1 would like you to try that.” 
“What is that?” said the colonel. Said the 
man, “forgiveness.”” The case had not gone 
so far but that it might take that turn, 
and so the colonel said, “well, young man, 
you have done so and so. What is your ex- 
cuse 2”* “I have no excuse, but I am very 
sorry, said the man. “We have made up 
our minds to forxive you,” said the colonel. 
The tears started. e had never been ac- 
costed in that wa; before. His life was re- 
formed, and that was the starting point for 
a positively Christian life. Ob, church of 
God, quit your sarcasm when a man falls! 
Quit your irony, quit your tittle-tattle and 
try forgiveness. God, your Mother, tries it 
all the time. A man’s sins may be like a 
continent, but God's forgiveness is like 
the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, bounding it 
on both sides. 

The Bible often talks about God’s hand. 
I wonder how it looks. You remember dis- 
tinctly how your mother’s hand looked, 
though thirty years ago it withered away. 
It was different from your father’s hand. 
When you were to be chastised you had 
rather have mother punish you than father. 
It did not hurt so much, and father’s hand 
was different from mother’s, partly because 
it had outdoor toii and partly because God 
intended it to be different. The knuckles 
were more firmly set and the palm was 
culloused, but mother’s hand was more del- 
icate. There were blue veins running 
through the back of it. Though the fingers, 
some of them wero picked with a needle, 
the palm of it was soft. Oh, it was very 
soft. Was there cver any poultite like that 
to take pain out of a wound? So God's 
hand is a .nother’s hand. What. it touches 
it heals. If it smite you it does not hurt 
as if it were another hand. Oh you poor 
wandering soul in sin, it is not a bailiff’s 
hand that seizes you today. It is not a hard 
hand. It is not an unsympathetic hand. It 
is nota coldhand. Itis not an enemy’s 
hand. No, it is a gevtle hand, a loving hand, 
a sympathetic hand, a soft hnd, a mother’s 
hand. “As one whom his mother comforteth, 
so will I comfort you.” 

I want to say finally that God has a 
mother’s way of putting a child to sleep. 
You know there is no cradle song like a 
mother’s. After the excitement of the 
evening it is almost impossible to get the 
child to sleep. If the rocking chair stop a 
moment the eYes are wide open; but the 
mother’s patience and the mother’s soothin 
manner keep on until, after awhile, the ange 
of slumber puts his wing over the pillow. 
Well, my dear brothers and sisters in Christ, 
the time will come when we will be wanting 
to be put to sleep. The day of our life will 
be done, and the shadows of the night of 
death will be gathered around us. Then 
we want God to sooth us, to hush us to 
sleep. Let the music at our going not be 
the dirge of the organ or the knell of the 
church tower, or the drumming of a “dead 
march,” but let it be the hush of a mother’s 
lullaby. Oh! the cradle of the grave will 
be soft with the pillow of all the promises. 
When we are being rocked into that last 
slumber, I want this to be the cradle-song: 
**As one whom a mother comforteth, so will 
I comfort you.”

The petition to the pope by Cahensly 
resulted in @ violent controversy until at 
last it was thought that the vatican had 
given the cold shoulder to Cahenslyism. 
This, at least, was the interpretation 
placed on the pope’s action by the Amer- 
ican party in the church here; but the 
controversy has continued with brief in- 
termission. 

It has recently been renewed to some 
extent in another shape, springing out of 
what is known as the Fairbalt public 
school system, and the semi-endorsement 
of that compromise by the pope. Here 
again the American party in the Catholic 
church seems to have triumphed. We do 
not care to trust to memory to give the 
details of the Fairbalt system, or to give 
even an outline of it. It is enough to say 
that it is in the nature of a compromise 
between the Protestant municipal author- 
ities and the Catholics, whereby Catholic 
children are permitted to enjoy the ben- 
efits of the public schools in a way that 
satisfies their religious scruples. 

There is nothing in the Fairbalt system 
to call for controversy, and there would 
have been none but for the fact that the 
adherents of Cahenslyism were anxious 
to seize on every opportunity to delay or 
prevent the growth of Americanism in 
the Catholic church. Knowing little of 
our institutions these foreigners do not 
know that they have begun their work 
of obstruction more than a hun‘ir2d years 
too late. If we understand the matter 
the Fairbalt system has been practicatly 
in operation in Savannah and other cities 
for many years. We must conclude then, 
that Cahenslyism is the real nub of the 
controversy, and the issue is practically 
decied by Leo XIII, as it had already 
been decided by the strong, vigorous and 
patriotic American spirit that exists in 
the great body of Catholics in this coun- 
try. 

The present pope, who is a genius in 
statesmanship, has already startled the 
nations of Europe and thoroughly alarm- 
ed the Italian monarchists by his attitude 
toward the French republic. It is very 
evident that he has formulated a policy 
that has taken Europe by surprise—a 
policy sure to result in the most remark- 
able development, if it be carried out to 
its logical conclusion. :

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Undesirable Visitors. 

There is a general desire on the part 
of our people to see immigration judl- 
ciously restricted, and some even go so 
far as to say that it should be prohibited 
entirely next year, on account of the dan- 
ger of importing cholera. 

Indiscriminate immigration is undoubt- 
edly a great evil, but just where to draw 
the line is a puzzling question. A recent 
item in a New York paper shows how 
unjust it is to our working classes to open 
our ports to strangers without any limita- 
tions. It seems that last week 500 Italian 
laborers sailed from New York for Italy. 
They had all saved money at $1 per day 
wages, and one of them bad $600 which 
he had saved from two and a half years’ 
work. A few days later 1,000 Scandina- 
vians sailed for home where they will 
invest or spend the money they saved 
here as common laborers. 

We do not want such visitors, for they 
can searcely be called immigrants. It 
is bad public policy to allow hosts of pau- 
per laborers from Europe to come here 
for a brief season to crowd native Amer- 
icans out of employment, especially when 
they hoard their earnings to carry away 
to a foreign country. This is simply a 
drain upon our resources, and it is not 
right that these birds of passage should 
be permitted to deprive our own toilers 
of their daily bread. 

We should welcome a good class of 
immigrants, when they come to stay, 
whether they are rich or poor, but it is 
very plain that we need better regula- 
tions and restrictions than now exist.

Notwithstanding 
we have heard it said that such legislation 
would give the rich greater advantage over 
the poor, it is readily seen by the closer 
thinkers of the poorer class that such will 
not be the case. They readily see how, as we 
have previously said, the dishonest are 
shielded by both the exemption and our tax 
collection laws, and are by them enabled to 
repudiate debts. which are in the end col- 
lected from others. Those who have nothing 
upon which to homestead can readily see how 
the exemption law is detrimental to their in- 
terests by being a law which offers a loophole 
for those in such circumstances as to make 
them more likely to obtain credit and yet 
making them no safer debtors, That class in 
which is included the creditors is also think- 
ing the mattér over more seriously. While 
they may not see any greater benefits to 
accrue to them, for they make up on cone 
creditor what they lose on another by these 
laws, they readily percefye what good re- 
sults will come of a re-establishment of that 
confidence which has been Jost by such laws. 
They see that their business will be placed 
upon a surer and less hazardous foundation, 
which will give them more ease of mind at 
least. In fact all thinking people are rife for 
the legislation we advocate. The time has 
beyond peradventure arrived for it, and our 
legislators should lose no time in enacting it.

r. W. H. Preece, chief an . } 
trician to the postofiice, has mt yen aes 
mile long on the coast near Lavernock, and 
a shorter wire on-Flatholm, a little island 
three miles off in the Bristol channel. He fitted 
the latter wire with a ‘“‘gounder’” to receive 
messages, and sent a message through the 
former from a powerful telephonic generator. 
That message on the mainland was distinct- 
ly heard on the island, though nothipg con- 
nected the two, or, in other words, the pos: 
sibility of a telephone between places un- 
connected by wire was eonclusively estab- 
lished. There is a possibility here of inter- 
planetary communication, a good deal more 
worthy atte.tion than any scheme for meking 
gigantic electric flashes. We do not know if 
we can communicate by telephone through 
the ether to New York or Melbourne, with or 
without cables, but we do know that, if we 
cannot, the fault is in our generators and 
— and not in any prohibitory natural 
aw. 

Will our habitual readers bear with us for 
& moment as we wander into another, and, 
as many of them will think, a supra-sensual 
region? The thought in a man’s brain which 
causes him to advance hig foot, must move 
something in doug it, or how could it be 
transmitted down that five or six feet of 
distance? If it moves a physica] something, 
internal to the body, why should it not move 
also something external, a wave, as we all 
agree to call it, which on another mind pre- 
pared to receive it—fitted with a sounder, in 
fact—will make an impact having all the effect 
in the conveyance of suggestion, or even of 
facts, of the audibility of words? Why, in 
fact, if one wire can talk to another without 
connection, save through ether, should not 
mind talk to mind without any ‘“‘wire’’ at all? 
None of us understand accurately, or even 
as yet approximately, what the conditions 
are; but many of us know for certain that 
they have occasionally, and by what we call 
accident, been present to particular individ- 
uals, and that, when present, the communi- 
cation is completed without cables, and mind 
speaks to mind independently of any ma- 
chinery not existing within itself. 

Why, in the name of science, is that more 
of a “miracie,’’ that is, an occurrence pro- 
hibited by immutable law, than the trans- 
mission of Mr. Preece’s message from Laver- 
neck to Flatholm?
